Principal Peterson Delivers Inaugural Address — Reviews McGill's War 
Record — Many Prominent Graduates on Honor Roll- 
Erection of a Memorial Hall Proposed, 



In delivering what 1b considered to 
be one of his best addresses to the 
student body yesterday afternoon, Sir 
William Peterson said: "Let mo till 
you that the choice btforo Canada to- 
day is the choies between taking a 
back stat in r*gard to th« war or be- 
ing in at the finish with a glorious 
victory." 

This is .the birthday of our aca- 
demic session. We begin to-day the 
eighty-ninth teaching session of our 
University. Although the Charter was 
granted In 1821, we did not start 
teaching until several years later.. Ac- 
cording to the issue of McGill Dally 
which appeared this morning, which, 
by the way, was a delightful one. 
and fgt ' which we congratulate the 
editor— according to the Dally, I say, 
to-day is the ninety-sixth session of 
Alma Mater. 

So there appears a delightful lati- 
tude between the two birthdays of 
McGill, which will prove helpful to 
us when we come to celebrate our ono 
hundredth anniversary. If, when wo 
reach our centenary, according to Mc- 
Gill Dally, we are in a position to 
celebrate the occasion, then we will 
do so! If, however, world conditions 
do not allow for adequate celebration 
by that time, then we can easily fall 
back on our teaching session birth- 
day. 

The Department of History should 
get ready to Issue a volume entitled 
"100 years of old McGill." 

On such an occasion as this, one 
usually speaks of change:] in differ- 
ent branches of our work," and 'the' 
different departments of the institu- 
tion. To-day, however, we are all 
awnre thut nobody wants to hear 
about anything else except the war. 

Both numerically and. financially 
we arc seriously handicapped, and we 
have suffered very heavily. Three 
years ago. I had the pleasure of giv- 
ing a lecture on the causes of this 
great war. Many of my American 
friends stated at that time that fifty 
years at least would pass before the 
true origin of the war would be 
known, but I stated differently at the 
time, for I knew just as well then as 
I know now the causes and origin of 
the present struggle. Three years 
have passed, and our diagnosis of the 
evil has been justified. That lecture 
wus given in the presence of the for- 
mer Governor General and Her Ex- 
cellency the Duchess of Connaught, 
whom death has since taken from us. 
Durlnj; these three years our Univer- 
sities have been put to a supreme 
test, and the response to such a call 
has been admirable, and no more crul- 
clnl test could be made of - the power 
of our University to render In a su- 
premo crisis like the present such aid 
as the records and statistics point 
out. 

"There are 54 Universities through- 
out the British Empire," said Sir Wil- 
liam, "which have contributed 70,000 
men in this war. Not only the con- 
tribution in man power, but the more 
valuable contribution in brain power 
because It Is trained officers which a 
civilian army needs so very much. The 
direct services which the Universities 
of the British Empire have rendered 
In supplying in this struggle, which is 
developing into a battle of brains, 
chemists, and physicists, doctors, en- 
gineers, and officers, carmot be over- 
estimated. "And don't let us forget 
the women," continued the Principal, 
"but let us indeed be grateful to them 
for their direct and indirect contri- 
bution in this war." 

"McGill has on active service near- 
ly 2,500 to date. Those who went 
overseas went in overseas companies, 
the first of which was recruited from 
McGill men and officered by McGill 
officers. But it is a special pleasure 
to mention how greatly we were sup- 
ported after tho first company In the 
composition of the companies which 
followed, by Toronto and Queen's, as 
well as by other Canadian Universit- 
ies." 

Referring to the latest McGill unit, 
which went overseas last June,- name- 
ly the McGIU Siege Battery, under 
Captain Sir Stopford Brunton, as well 
as to the Battery under Major Talt, 
Sir William said that tho men were 
under special training in learning how 
to man the guns which are to dig 
the holes into the German soil. 

"When war broke out," continued 
the Principal, "wo were hearing a lot 
about the .terrible effect of the Ger- 
man guns, but the story is dlfterent 
now, and the tables have changed." 

The Principal then in solemn tones 
read the Honour Roll of Old McGill, 
while the students were all standing.

The Principal then reported that his 
proposal of erecting a Memorial Hall 
in honour of these men was taken 
jp, adding that if it was erected on 
the Jesse Joseph site it would be 
built on ground that had been gen- 
erously gifted to the University by 
the late Chancellor, Sir William Mac- 
donald. 

"And we are Justly proud," con tin - 
aed Sir William, "of the McGill Hos- 
pital Unit, which unit, with Its splen- 
didly - qualified men, has a record as 
high, If not higher, of any other slmi- 
.ar unit at the front to-day." 

The Principal thon mentioned the 
just pride McGill feels In its promin- 
ent graduate, Captain Andrew Mac- 
phail, whose paper entitled "The 
Day's Work," pictures so vividly tho 
glorious record of Canadians in Vlmy 
Ridge. Continuing, the Principal 
mentioned -Prof. Major Eve, and his 
appointment on the Board of Inven- 
tions. Profs. Rutherford, Barnes and 
King were also mentioned, after which 
Sir William spoke of Prof. Gcddcs, 
who now was Minister of National 
Service, with a seat In the British 
Cabinet. 

Captain Percy Molson was men- 
tioned next, und the Principal made a 
brief refcrenco to the resolution of 
tho Board. ; ■ - 

"Well one might quote on such an 
occasion as this," continued the Prin- 
cipal, "the words of Perjcles, which he 
pronounced in his famous oration over 
the dead bodies of - the Athenian 
youths: 

"The Spring is gone from the year." 
Sir William then referred briefly to 
the latest Registration figures, which 
appear in another column, and then 
went on to speak of the wonderful 
succession of events which the world 
had witnessed lately. He referred to 
the entry of the United States In the 
war, of tho collapse of Russian Czar- 
dom, of the wonderful' advance of the 
Canadians In Vlmy Ridge, and of the 
Italian offensive, which had made Aus- 
tria shrivel up in an agony, of pros- 
tration. • 

Continuing, Sir William spoke of 
two great results of two outstanding 
factors before tho Anglo-Saxon race 
to-day, and th.e world at large— first 
of {he consolidation of the Brlttanic 
Commonwealth, and secondly of the 
Anglo-American friendship. Refer- 
ring to the first, the Principal said 
that the German Emperor had aimed 
at the disruption of the British Em- 
pire. He hod planned to make Rus- 
sia and France vassal states, and 
then with a naval base in Northern 
France, he could promulgate his plan 
against Britain at his leisure. 

"But instead," said Sir William, 
to-day the Empire stands more unit- 
ed than over, and Germany's plan to 
reduce Britain into a third rate state 
has been for ever frustrated." 

"Everything had been done with a 
deliberate design," continued the Prin- 
cipal, "on the part of the Central 
Powers to attain their end. In 1913 
Austria proposed to Italy to join her 
In attacking Serbia, and on Italy's re- 
fusal to do so the plan was postponed 
until a year later, when the occasion 
appeared on the assassination of the 
Austrian Heir." 

Then the Principal dwelt on the 
second great result of this war, name- 
ly, the Anglo-American friendship, 
which is the greatest possible guar- 
antee for the world's peace and pro- 
gress. 

"Don't be too much *af raid of the 
word Imperialism," said Sir William, 
"especially when people use It .with 
some dark sinister purposej Do not be' 
afraid to tackle problems of Imperial- 
Ism and such questions as naturally 
come up In connection with the re- 
adjustment of the relations of the dif- 
ferent parts of the Empire to-day. 
When the poet long sighed for the 
Parliament of men and the federation 
of the world he knew that these might 
be a long time in coming. Meanwhile 
the United States and the British Em- 
pire, though smaller in extent, show 
what a world, .confederation of free 
and equal people, might be "like." 

The Principal,, .then, in continuing 
his address, advised, the students to 
take a practical interest In the con- 
stitutional questions which will soon 
press for solution, for example, such 
as the readjustment of the relations 
between Britain , and the Daughter 
States. Sir William then referred to 
the two movements started by L. Cur- 
tis and Captain Br Jebb, the first 
representing the school of closer Im- 
perial relations, the second represent- 
ing Colonial Nationalism. It is an ln-

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FRESHMEN AND COLLEGE LIFE. 



Now is the season when the freshman, a little dazed by the 
hustle of registration, is coming to regard himself as a very small 
unit indeed of the great organization of University life which hp 
has joined. He has not, as yet, made any close acquaintances who 
are likely to be of much aid to him, and he cannot avoid feeling the 
need of someone to give a helping hand. 

It is at this juncture the senior men of each faculty should feel 
it incumbent upon them to undertake to provide the freshmen with 
a proper introduction into the life of the college. It is only natural 
that the newcomer, if he finds himself rebuffed on making a few 
enquiries at the outset, will resolve to relyWirely on his own facul- 
ties of observation for the collection of knowledge concerning what 
he sees around him. It is thus that most men, during the major part 
of their first year at college, withdraw themselves almost .entirely 
from the corporate life of the institution, and as a result both par- 
ties are losers. 

It is not that self-reliance is an undesirable quality to possess; 
far from it. But the kind of self-sufficiency which is produced by 
the present methods of treating freshmen too often results in the 
production of men who are in the college but not of it, and to 
Whom "college spirit" is a dead letter. It is safe to say that, half 
of the freshmen of any year do not begin to take part in the activi- 
ties around them until the end of the term, with the exception of 
those who take part in the Sophomore-Freshmen sports. Many 
there are who never enter the. Union until their second year, and 
to whom the "Hall" appears as a sort of exclusive club, where they 
would be unwelcome. , 

This is indeed a sorry state of affairs. Here, on the one hand, 
are numerous college clubs and societies, one and all with their ranks 
depleted and feeling the need of new blood, and on the other hand 
are the freshmen, the most numerous class'of students in the Uni- 
versity, debarred from taking part as a result of unskilful treat- 
ment. 

Surely this is where the men of the upper years should step in 
and strive to bring the freshmen into closer touch with the activi- 
ties where they are needed, and to show the real benefit which would 
accrue ,to themselves as a result of their working towards a com- 
mon end. Pour years is not such a long period of time when any stu- 
dent can afford to waste six months of it before really, becoming 
part of his Alma Mater. 

k WORD OF DISCOURAGEMENT, 
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At this time, when we arc so strongly tempted to look at life on 
its gloomy side, and when our University is most sorrowfully aware 
of its depleted numbers and of the many empty places once filled 
by talented members — it seems scarcely appropriate to offer dis- 
couragement to those students who are making the greatest possible 
use of every opportunity to render their ranges of knowledge and 
interest as broad as they can be. 

It is, however, a very evident fact that a student entering 
upon his college career with usually very little sense of the practical, 
often attempts in his enthusiasm, what is quite beyond. his ability 
to perform; he neglects the more essential parts of his education by 
failing to map out clearly in his mind first, the work that must be 
' covered during the year that lies before him. He plunges wildly 
into a certain unessential part of some subject, thinking to cover 
every possible corner of it, and thus continues, throughout his entire 
course. But unfortunately his very apparent lack of success usual- 
ly discourages his ambitions almost as soon as they have arisen, and 
he has lost sight of that stimulus that comes to the student, know- 
ing that he has accomplished something, because he has devoted to 
each part of his work its due share of time and energy. 

There is the student, too, who finds a certain minor item in his 
ourse of study extremely attractive (too often, alas! because it pre- 
sents little difficulty), and deluding himself with the idea that he is 
fulfilling his duty by all his college work, he whiles away hours in 
apparent satisfaction, though the dark shadow of some disagreeable 
' study is usually hanging over his conscience. This is only too. often 
the case in literature and history classes, Avhere rejoicing in the 
fresh survey of Dickens perhaps, given by . the Professor, the stu- 
dent finds only too great temptation to form or renew a thorough 
acquaintance with all of that author's fascinating volumes, — while 
the general survey of the course, a general survey of the styles of 
literature of the time, is quite lost sight of. Delving too deeply into 
the details of the courses the knowledge of the latter 's structure, the 
' *real foundation of it all, bursts upon his mind and he awakens to 
find that the greater part of his work is as yet untouched, while 
"exams" are approaching with ten-leagued boots. He is usually also 
that student who takes it as a matter of course that all his ante-col- 
lege fads, photography, music, sports, or catching butterflies, must 
all be continued with the same amount of care throughout his col- 
lege life. Is he likely to be the graduate with a feeling of some- 
thing definite and valuable that he has gained in college? 

The times call for, men and women of calm and well-ordered 
lives, who have worked hard at something that is. really worth 
while, something that is of value to the world of this crucial period, 
And who, in conquering the attendant difficulties have realized the 
greater force of character and power of mind that, is gained by such 
a mastery. The words of Stevenson are good advice for college 
years, as well as for every purpose of life: 

' ' One thing at a time', and that done well, 
Is a veiy g09d thing, as many can tell."

STUDENTS URGED TO 
TAKE TECHNICAL LINES 

Local Situation Offers Unusual 
Opportunity— Academics 
Offered Course. 



The following article, clipped from 
the columns of "The MIsslsslpplan," 
emphasizes the future Importance of a 
technical training as realized by few. 
This need for men of technical train- 
ing is one which faces Canada no less 
than the United States. The "Mls- 
sissipplan" is quoted as follows: 

"The depletion of classes In techni- 
cal schools by widespread volunteer- 
ing In the army and navy and by con- 
scription la a matter of vital Import- 
ance to the .American nation. Little 
has been said of this very important 
subject by the newspapers, but the 
Society for the Promotion of Engin- 
eering Education held a series of 
meetings recently In Washington In 
this connection. The Society Is. an or- 
ganization of twenty-five years stand- 
ing, and composed of most of the 
leading American instructors In all 
lines of applied science, and also a few 
prominent practising engineers. The 
meeting was addressed by such men 
as the Secretary of War, the Chief of 
Engineers, U. S. Army, and the Di- 
rector of the Bureau of Standards. 

"The five sessions of the Society 
were devoted almost exclusively to 
questions of public welfare principal- 
ly connected with the war and subse- 
quent conditions. The conclusions 
reached express the opinions of a 
number of the most profound think- 
ers In America. They are, briefly, as 
follows: 

"The larger part of the civilized 
world will have to be reconstructed 
after the war, not excluding our own 
great railroad system, which will have 
deteriorated from over-use and lack of 
adequate maintenance. The recon- 
struction work will be almost exclu- 
sively the work of engineers. 

"The war has already thinned the 
ranks of .European engineers, and "will 
continue! to deplete them until the 
end, and it Is probable that many 
American engineers will never return 
from their work overseas. The tech- 
nical schools of Europe are virtually 
out of commission, cutting down to al- 
most nothing the supply of new men 
for the engineering profession, and 
the call to arm sin America has re- 
duced the attendance at our techni- 
cal schools by about one half, where 
properly It should be doubled. 

"In spite of the practical paralysis 
of many branches of engineering 
work, due to the cessation of large 
construction and lack of capital for 
Important new projects of peaceful 
nature, the demand for young techni- 
cal graduates by the manufacturers of 
war supplies far exceeds the supply. 
The condition will bo accentuated us 
the war progresses, and the call for 
ships, guns, ammunition, and other 
war supplies increases. 

"Before America entered the war It 
was almost certain that most of the 
reconstruction would be done by 
American engineers, and In any case 
they are sure of a fair share of It. The 
capacjty of the well established and 
experienced American engineer for 
work is practically unlimited provid- 
ed there Is not a shortage of young, 
properly educated assistants. The 
average annual output of work engin- 
eered In this country could easily be 
Increased five-fold without causing 
undue overstress. 

, "It Is beyond question, that, for the 
next ton years or more, tho engineer- 
ing profession Is everywhere going to 
be the most lucrative of all the pro- 
fessions. It is clearl your duty, by 
some means, not only to prevent the 
falling off of attendance at our tech- 
nical schoolB, but also to greatly In- 
crease It.

you have placed at my disposal to 
make a brief survey of the plans 
which have been formulated for th. 
work this year. 

Looking back oyer the work of the 
Battalion last session, nothing stands 
out more clearly, perhaps, than the 
splendid showing made by the unit at 
the inspection by the General Officer 
Commanding this Military District, 
and, to quote the Daily of April 18th 
last, "The remarkablo feeling of good 
will and fellowship" which character 
liied the Smoker given to the men of 
the Battalion by Sir William Peterson, 
and which, to my mind, was a sure 
indication that, with readjustment 
and Improvements along certain lines 
shown necessary last year, we may 
look forward to a Battalion which 
will be an unqualified success. 

That there Is room for improvement 
no one will deny, and least of all those 
who were responsible for direction of 
the work lost year. One of the chief 
criticisms levelled against the train- 
ing last session, and one In which all 
ranks concurred, was that the work 
was too long-drawn-out and monot 
onous. The reasons for this are not 
far to seek. In the first' place, the 
parades were spread over the whole 
session from October to March, and 
during a large part of this time the 
weather conditions were so unfavor- 
able that the scope of the work was 
limited to drill on the Campus, and 
tactical exercises were . greatly cur- 
tailed. Secondly, the overwhelming" 
majority of the men in last year'p 
Battalion were without, previous 
training, and were not In a position 
to profit by tactical work, until after 
the autumn term had passed, and the 
ground was thickly covered with 
snow. 

As a solution of these difficulties it 
has been proposed to concentrate the 
whole of the military training Into 
the first term, leaving the second 
term, with Its Inclement weather, 
free. Last year we paraded on Tues- 
day afternoon and Thursday even- 
ing_ each week, and on alternate Sat, 
unlay afternoons throughout the ses- 
sion. By utilizing Tuesday afternoon 
from 4.30 to 5.45, Thursday evening 
from 8 to 10, and Saturday afternoon 
overy week during the first term — 
say thirteen weeks — the work could 
be completed. Ths would mean a con- 
siderable reduction of the total num- 
ber of hours' work; It would, In fact, 
mean substitution of the alternate Sat- 
urday afternoons of the first term — 
say six ' or seven at most — for the 
whole of the work of the second term 
as carried on last year; but since 
practically all the parades would be 
over before the bad weather set In, I 
feel sure that better work would be 
accomplished, and with greater com- 
fort to all concerned. Under this ar- 
rangement the Saturday periods would 
each count as two parades, and tho 
total number ot parades demanded by 
the Militia Department would thus be 
possible. 

A proposal to this effect has been 
placed before the Faculties, whose ac- 
tion is now awaited. Meantime I feel 
that, when rightly understood by the

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THERE! are few national institutions 
of more value and Interest to the 
country than the Royal Military 
College of Canada. Notwithstanding 
this, its object and the work It Is ac- 
complishing are not sufficiently under- 
stood by the general public. 

The College is a Oovemment Insti- 
tution,- designed primarily for the pur- 
pose of giving instructions in all 
branches of military science to Cadets 
and Officers of the Canadian Militia. 
In fact. It corresponds to Woolwich and 
Sandhurst. 

Tho Commandant and military in- 
structors are all. officers on the active 
list of the Imperial army, lent for the 
purpose, and there la in addition a com- 
plete staff of professors for the civil 
subjects which form such an Import- 
ant part of the College course. Medical 
attendance is also provided. 

Whilst the College la organised on a 
strictly military basis the cadets re- 
ceive a pk.-vtlcal and scientific train- 
ing in subjects essential to a sound 
modern education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding In Mathematics, Civil Engin- 
eering, Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, 
French and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at 
the College Is one of the most valuable 
features of the course, and in addltton, 
the constant practice of gymnastics, 
drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds, 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. 

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation la consid- 
ered by the authorities ( conducting the 
examination for - Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a urllverslty 
degree, and by the Régulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario, It obtains the 
same exemptions as a B.Ai degree. , 

The • length of ' the course is three 
years in three terms of 9^4 months 
each. • ' 

The total cost of the course, Includ- 
ing board, uniform, Instructional ma- 
terial, and all extras is about $800. 

The annual competitive examination 
for admission to the College, takes 
place In May of each year, at the head- 
quarters of the several military dis-

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teresting fact to notice that both these 
conspicuous leaders, in starting their 
tours through the British Empire, vis- 
ited McGUl first, and delivered their 
first lecture In our Alma Mater. Then 
the Principal referred to Lloyd 
George's scheme of an Imperial Cabin- 
et, and the placing of Dominion re- 
presentaUves on an equal footing 
with the rest of the British Cabinet 
to discuss not only question of war, 
but of peace. This step of the Brit- 
ish Premier was characterized by Sir 
William as a great land mark in the 
progress of the English constitution. 
It will be impossible," remarked Sir 
William, "for such another war to 
take place without the overseas min- 
isters fully knowing of and having to 
do as much with Us declaration." 

The Principal then advised the stu- 
dents to become acquainted with the 
side issues, such as comparisons be- 
tween German Militarism and British 
Navallsm. "As if a comparison of 
these two can be made at all," stated 
Sir William, "the demand of Germany 
concerning the freedom of the seas 
really means that a country which 
has naval power is not to be allow- 
ed to use it; while* a military coun- 
try can trespass the borders of her 
neighbours regardless of treaties." 

Aggressive militarism," continued 
the Principal, "which has been nur- 
tured to the point of affection, Is not 
at all to be compared with British 
navallsm, which has never taken the 
aggressive or disregarded treaties." 
Continuing, Sir William referred to the 
visit of Mr. Balfour and of his asso- 
ciates to Washington, which resulted 
Into a full Interactivity of Great Brit- 
ain and America. It was a happy 
event the United States decided to 
Join In the fray, and now let us hope 
that an end to the long standing Jeal- 
ousy that has existed in some centres 
against Britain will disappear. 

Sir William then referred to some 
orators who state that It is unneces- 
sary for Canada to go and "fight for 
England," "to fight the battles of the 
Empire." These people do not seem 
to realize what issues are Involved in 
this war. 

And again, these same orators make 
an effort to compare Ireland and In- 
dia with the case of Poland and Ser- 
bia, and prejudice the minds of the 
audience. Do these orators really 
want to know what Germany Is do- 
ing in Poland. "The use of Polish Is 
strictly prohibited at all public meet- 
ings. No Polish deputy to tho Reich- 
stag may address his constituents in 
the only language they understand. 
Sinco 187$ German alone may be 
taught in the national schools." (T v . 
W. Rolleston). Can there be a par- 
allel between Poland and Ireland? 

"I advise the students," stated Sir 
William, "not to have anything to do 
at present with tho conditions of ;,eaco 
offered from Germany. We aie with 
President Taft, who told us that we 
should reject all ideas of compromise, 
even from a Pope. A peace which 
would turn to waste all the sacrifice 
we have made will end in another 
war. 

'Hero In Quebec, wo have our own 
home troubles, mainly created, in our 
Judgment, by the partisan politicians. 
Recent experiences make me hopeful, 
however, that in the Issue before the 
country men will not vote according 
to old party ties. Let me once more 
refer to President Taft, who said, when 
in Montreal the other day, that he 
was satisfied the United States had 
found the right policy In starting 
with conscription. It was a demo 
cratlc policy, according to the ex-Pre 
sldent, which enabled tho State to find 
within a certain limit of years, 
fittest men to represent her In 
fighting front, while she retained oth 
ers who could be as helpful for win 
ning the war in the field and fac 
tory." 

"And again," Sir William said, "oth 
era ' speak of the financial catastrophe 
which Is going to happen. Of such, I 
ask, "What will it matter If Germany 
wins?" Let m 6 tell you that 
choice before Canada to-day is 
choice between taking a back seat in 
regard to the war or being in at the 
finish with a glorious victory, and we 
know which of the two alternatives 
our men at the front will vote for." 

"We also hear orators speaking 
the danger of militarism, that 
might, a 8 a result of this war, make 
militarism our ruler. We men and 
women, our hearts are too full 
British freedom even to entertain such 
a fear. And this sort of talk comes 
very often from those who say with 
one and the same breath that they are 
ready to fight for their native soil, 
and on the other hand thai the Ger- 
mans cannot get up .the St. Law- 
rence." 

"Finally, there is perhaps some 
compensation for tho great agony the 
world is going through to-day, in the 
reflection that four-fifths of the man- 
kind are banded together against the 
offenders of the rights of Humanity. 
"Is Peace in sight? Well, I ani hope 
fill," said the Principal, "for in spite 
of all military successes it seems to 
be getting into the minds of the Ger- 
man people that it Is impossible to 
win this war. 

"The solidarity of mankind," aald 
Principal Peterson, in concluding, "thia 
•enss of unity and fundamental kin- 
ship, will not be without tfffect. it 
will l> ad to a general co-operation of 
all the nations which ara going 
through the present agony together, 
ir and larger lines to repair 
he desolation caused by this war. 
Let us give ourselves, to this task, and 
co-operate with . each .. other in the 
service of Humanity."

A 
new roomer of Strathcona Hall came 
down the other morning, and gave a 
v ery candid though pessimistically In- 
clined opinion of his fellow residents. 
Ho pointed out that the noise which 
dis .urbed his nocturnal slumbers were 
not to be tolerated. In fact, he aug 
gested, nay, insisted, .that chastise 
ment was essential. Whether the cut 
prlts were punished we have not been 
able to ascertain up to the moment of 
going to press. . 

On the whole, therefore, 'after giv- 
ing these evidences of normal condi. 
tlons our serious consideration, we 
arrive at a moat optimistic conclu- 
sion. Also, we would suggest to the 
Freshman that his effort in regard 
to reform might possibly be well di- 
rected. However, if to alter the 
character of the sophisticated Soph, 
were his ambition, we would recom- 
mend that he for the present at least, 
"fling away ambition."

student body, this scheme of concen- 
tration should meet with favour as a 
solution of one of the greatest diffi- 
culties of last year. To those who ob- 
ject to the extra time involved during 
the first term, may I point out that 
the time suggested is less than that 
which was given throughout the ses- 
sion last year by the men who took 
Certificate "A" class. 

That the allottment of so much time 
to military training demands a con. 
slderable sacrifice on the part of the 
students of the University no one 
will f deny, but that it need seriously 
Interfere with the academic work, 
remains to be shown. It will mean 
that a large number of hours which 
in normal times would be given to 
recreation, must be devoted to train- 
ing, but I feel sure that McGill men 
are ready to-day, as they have al- 
ways been, to make the sacrifice 
cheerfully. 

The officers of the Contingent would 
greatly prefer that military training 
should be voluntary on the part of all 
students, but for reasons that are em- 
inently sound, the University authori- 
ties decided last year that, fpr the 
duration of the war, the training 
ahould be obligatory on the part of 
every male British student who is 
physically fit. That this was a wise 
course, under the circumstances, has 
been proven, tls effect has been felt 
far beyond the boundaries of our 
Campus, and already this year Toron 
to, Manitoba, and other Canadian Uni- 
versities have announced their inten- 
tion to follow In our footsteps, and 
military training bids fair to become 
part of the regular curriculum of all 
our Universities. 

That there is a certain element of 
compulsion about the training, how 
ever, should make little difference in 
the spirit with which we undertake 
the work. We are all working for a 
common aim — to uphold the honour 
And glory of our University— let us 
work together. With the hearty co 
operation of all ranks, we will show 
••esults this year that will surpass 
inythlng we have done before, but 
his can only be done If every man 
n the Battalion feels that it is "up 
o him." 

To those who have fault to find or 
luggestion to make, let me say, as 
Adjutant of the Contingent, I am al- 
ways ready to give a sympathetic 
hearing to honest criticism, and will, 
'ng to place before the proper author- 
ity every feasible suggestion of im- 
provement. 

Tho decision of the University au- 
thorities in reference to the disposi- 
tion of the time to be devoted to the 
training, may be expected in the 
course of a day or two, and as soon 
as received a definite announcement 
will be sent to you for publication in 
your paper. Meantime, details as to 
enrollment, date of first drill, etc., will 
be published to-morrow. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, as ar- 
ranged with .you the other day, Bat- 
talion orders during the, coming ses- 
sion, will regularly appear in the 
Dally, and every effort will be made 
to keep the student body Informed as 
to the plans and details of the work.
